In October, 1957, ED FRIEND was described aa an 
undercover agent for the OBI, and in this capacity had 
covered an assignment at Monteagle, Term., Labor Day, 
1957. FRIEND was reported by officials of the GBX as 
missing, and they suspected foul play having befallen 
him. FRIEND was later located in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and subsequently testified before the Ga. Education 
Commission 10/4/57 regarding inter-racial meetings held 
at the Highlander Folk School, Monteagle, Tenn., and also 
the attendance of certain CP functionaries at this 
conference.

CRAIG reported that these photos taken by FRIEND were in 
the posaesslon of the Governor of the state of Oa.; 
and the Governor, while he wanted this lnter-raclal 
activity reported, did not release the pictures to the 
Klan, as he did not want the photographer "State" identified 
as the individual having taken these pictures. 


In Sept., i 960 , the Klan proposed a rally at 
Stone Mountain, Ga., for 9/24/60; and during the panning

stages, CALVIN F. CRAIG Indicated he would have HO 
FRIEND take pictures at this function. 

In view of the above cited close association 
on the part of FRIEND with the Ku Klux Klan, CALVIN 
F. CRAIG, and ROBERT SHELTON, leaders in the Klan, It 
Is considered inadvisable to interview ED FRIEND, as 
if the opportunity presents itself, he will capitalize 
on any contacts had with the FBI, 
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
